DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-4 are allowed. 

2. The following are examiner's statement of reasons for allowable subject matter: 

Referring to claim 3, the Koike et al (US Patent 5635903) discloses a sound synthesizer 
for generating a sound that simulates the sound of an internal combustion engine. The 
Koike et al reference taken alone or in combination with another, does not disclose, 
teach or fairly suggest the sound synthesizer comprising a memory arranged to store 
engine sound data corresponding to a plurality of operational states of the engine based 
on a firing interval of the cylinders; and an output generator arranged to output a voltage 
signal corresponding to a synthesized signal of first and second sound signals to a 
single speaker based on the engine sound data stored in the memory; wherein the 
output generator controls the first and second sound signals such that the first sound 
signal has at least one of a first pitch that is variable for each firing interval and a first 
volume that is variable for each firing interval, and the second sound signal has at least 
one of a second pitch that is variable for each firing interval independently of the first 
pitch of the first sound signal and a second volume that is variable for each firing 
interval independently of the first volume of the first sound signal as recited in claim 3. 
Claim 4 depends on claim 3.
